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EASY INTRODUCTION TO THE AUDION CHORD ORGAN 


You should begin by understanding the keyboards of the Audion Chord Organ. There are two separate keyboards — the chord section and the 
melody section, both of which are shown below:

THIS IS HOW YOU CAN EASILY PLAY THE AUDION CHORD ORGAN 





TURN THE MOTOR SWITCH 
TO THE ON POSITION. 
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With just one of the fingers 
of your left hand depress the 
lettered chord key indicated 
by the music — HOLD THE 
KEY DOWN — until the chord 
change appears in the music. 


With your right hand press the numbered key that is indicated by the music. Use one finger 
for the one number. If two numbers appear use two fingers. The organ key will hold its 
rich resonant tone as long as it is depressed. Play slowly at first. Your speed will increase 
with practice.
